Russians drag

MOSCOW (Reuter). — An elderly 
Russian was dragged away scream- 
ing by Soviet police yesterday when 
he tried to get into the compound 
of the U.S. Embassy, an eyewit- 
ness reported. 

The man, described as in his six- 
tles, was grabbed by two of the 
militiamen (poHce) who constantly 
guard embassies in Moscow. He was 
pushed around 8 corner into a Spe- 
clal Police office, situated In the 
game building as the Embassy but 
closed to foreign diplomats. 

According to the eye-witness, an 
American, he screamed: “Let me 
go. What are you doing?” 

The incident follows one two 
weeks ago in which several Amer- 
ican Embassy officials and a posse 
of ‘Russian police were involved in 
ἃ violent struggle at the main Eim- 
ibassy gate over a Russian surgeon

HE: fourth edition of the “Near 
and Middle East Travel Manual,” 
published by Palestine and Egypt 
Lioyd Ltd. is already a collector's 
item. The company is better known 
today as Peltours, and tt takes ita 
name from the first three words 
of its former title, with the word 
“tours” tacked on. Peltours is sow 
celebrating Its Golden Jubilee, and 
the fourth edition, which contains 
90 yellowing throws much 
light on the vicissitudes of the firm. 
(ke book does not dear a date, but 
it must have been published in 
1928, for it mentions that the firm 
ig in existence for 18 years. The 
™manual gives the addresses and 
telephone numbers of the company's 
Offices in Calro, Alexandria, Port 
‘Satd and Kantara, And the strang- 
est thing, says Mr. Henry Kirsch, 
Chairman of the Peltours Board of 
Directors, “is that two of our ald 
offices are still open — and running 
under the name of Palestine and 
Egypt Lioyd. One is in Alexandria, 
Bext coor to Queensland Tnsurance 
Company: the other is in Cairo, 
mext to “Groppi’s,” a cafe and re- 
staurant something akin to Rowal's, 
according to those with long 
memories. They are being run by 
the “Custodian of Enemy Property.” 
Other offices were in Syria (in 
Beirut — for the Lebonon had not 
yet bean given independence—and in 
Aleppo), in Iraq (Baghdad and 
Bazra), in Iran (Teheran), and in 
Cyprus (Larnaca, Nicosia and Fa- 
magusta). 


To Trans-Joxrdan 
Peltours also conducted excur- 
sions to “Trans-Jordan” and to the 
‘Sudan, Incidentally, there were “ex- 
cellent hotels in Khartoum,” the 
manual says. Compare this with 
what it says about Palestine: ‘There 
are a number of adequate hotels 
in the principal towns. Wirst and 
second class hotels are available in 
Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, Haifa, Tiber- 
fas, and second class ‘hotels in Na- 
wareth and Safed, and there ia one 
large de-luxe hotel in Jerusalem. 
Most of the hotels are well manag- 
ed, though comparatively small.” 
‘The manual, ag noted, waa pro- 
bably published in 1988. An earlier 
reference to hotels in this country 
dates back to the 1920s. “It is al- 
most impossible to imagine what 
conditions were like in the 1920s:

“We are not only the first local 
insurance brokers in this country; 
we are also the largest today,” says 
Mr. G. Llebling, General Manager 
of the Marine Tosurance Division 
of Peltours. 


Insurance ‘pool’ 

Some 20 years ago Peltours or- 
ganized a “pool” of Israel insurance 
companies to insure government 
and national institutions. It has 
specialized in spreading large risks 
among many insurance companies 
in “ad-hoc” jain 

Besides representing foreign com- 
panies as general agents, it also 
represents brokers at Lioyds, Lon- 
don. The company employs 315 per- 
sons of which 145 are in the in- 
surance division and 170 in the 
travel section. 

{lt was the late Hiliezer Hoofien, 
Chairman and Manager of the 
Angio-Palestine Bank (Bank Leumi 
of today), who decided In 1920 that 
the Bank should sponsor the forma- 
tion of a tourist ‘and travel agency 
in Palestine. The firm, then called 
the Palestine Express Company Ltd, 
opened an office in Jaffa Road, 
Jerusalem, with branch offices in 
Jaffa and Haifa. 

Four years jater the company 
was renamed Palestine Lioyd Ltd, 
the word Tioyd depicting its mar- 
‘itime interests. In 1928, the firm de- 
eided to open branches throughout 
the Middle Bast and the name was 
changed to include the new interest, 
ie, Egypt. Cairo became the head- 
quarters of ‘the Middle Hast tranches 
outside of Palestine. 

“For twenty years Jews and 
Arabs in Egypt worked together in 
the closest harmony,” a ooklet 
published by Peltours a decatie ago 
says.

— Control of the newly- 
consolidated Autocars, now the sole 
owner of the Autocars plants at 
Tiret Carmel, Leyland Ashdod and 


“ the T.LL. plant at Nesher — has 


passed to the Leyland British Motors 
Corporation, This was confirmed 
yesterday at a press conference 
given here by Mr. Yitzhak Shubin- 
sky, General Manager of ‘Autocars. 

Mr, Shubinsky announced that he 
himself and one of his family- 
owned companies hold 49.5 per cent 
of the shares in the new concern, 
with British Leyland also holding 
49.5 per cent. The outstanding one 
per cent had been taken up by an 
unnamed distinguished personality 
in England, who would cast a de- 
ciding vote in case of a dispute 
between Mr. Shubinsky and Leyland. 

Mr, Shubinsky said in. answer to 
questions that he estimates the 
value of the three plants at IL35m. 
to 140m. The concern’s share capi- 
tal is being raised from ΠΤ, 5 15,000 to 
TL9m. and Leyland Motors has in- 
vested an additional £250,000 as its 
share, raising its total investment 
so far to £750,000.

Education Ministry to control 
university development

The of universities ip 
Israel will henceforth be guided 
by national needs, rather than docal 
prestige or academic rivairy, Educa- 
tion Minister Yigal Allon said yes- 
terday. 

Addressing the Hebrew Univer- 
stty Board of Governors on Mount 
Scopus, Mr. Allon said that he is 
writing to the heads of all insti- 
tutions of higher learning request- 
ing them to notify his Ministry of 
any planned new development sche- 
me. The expansion or foundation 
of institutions of higher education 
could no tonger be left to the ini- 
tiative of mayors motivated by con- 
siderations of prestige, Mr. Allon 
said, or even to the universities 
themselves, who have been known 
to establish new faculties because 
of “jealousy” over a slmiler faculty 
elsewhere. The Minister indicated 
that centres for higher education 
would be created in development 
areas as a stabilizing influence. 
“They will attract intellectuals, im- 
prove the quality of the population 
and give a sense of pride to the 
rest of the population in the area.” 

Hebrew University President Av- 
raham Harman expressed total sup- 
port for Mr. Alion’s move. “Tt is 
long overdue,” he said. “This ts a 
small country with linrited resour- 
ces! duplication should be avoided.” 

There was less agreement be- 
tween the Minister and University 
officials over the Government's share 
of the University’s budget for the 
coming year. Mr. Harman said lack 
of funds was preventing the Uni- 
versity from making ful] use of its 
rich potential. The Board Chair- 
man, Mr, Samuel Rothberg, pointed 
out that more than half the re- 
search in the country was being 
carried out at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity and more than half the doc- 
tora! candidates were studying 
there. “We have a strong case for 
greater support.” 

Mr. Roth aiso indicated that 
the Jerusalem Municipality could 
do more to assist the University. 

Mayor Teddy Kollek acknowled- 
ged that Tel Aviv and Haifa con- 
tributed to their institutions of 
higher learning while Jerusalem had 
made little more than a token do-
